(Please  read  carefully) 

Prices  herein  arc  strictly  net  and  to  the  trade  only. 

Rates  apply  as  follows:  If  only  one  price  is  quoted  it  is  a “flat  rate”  regard- 
less of  quantity.  Where  a second  price  is  quoted  the  order  must  call  for  50  or 
more  of  that  particular  item  to  get  the  lower  rate.  No  exceptions. 

Terms  to  customers  of  approved  credit  are  60  days  from  date  of  invoice, 
or  2%  for  cash  in  10  days.  Buyers  unknown  to  us  will  please  send  remittance 
with  order  or  give  bank  or  trade  reference.  If  C.  O.  D.  shipment  is  wanted 
send  one-third  of  amount  with  order. 

Grading.  Ordinary  plants  are  graded  by  their  height  measured  from  surface 
of  soil.  Those  of  prostrate  habit  or  wherever  width  is  greater  than  height  are 
graded,  if  symmetrical,  by  full  width;  if  not  symmetrical,  by  the  distance  from 
crown  to  end  of  longest  shoot. 

Point  of  Shipment.  All  stock  offered  will  be  shipped  from  San  Jose  at  these 
rates  except  that  where  we  also  have  the  desired  stock  at  Eureka  and  it  is  to 
the  buyer’s  advantage  to  do  so,  we  will  ship  direct  from  there  by  water. 

Transportation.  Please  state  whether  to  ship  by  express,  freight  or  water, 
otherwise  we  will  use  our  best  judgment. 

Packing  is  charged  for  at  cost  of  material. 

Claims.  All  goods  travel  at  buyer’s  risk  and  our  receipt  from  transportation 
company  is  to  be  held  as  evidence  of  satisfactory  condition  at  that  time.  Before 
receipting  for  shipment  examine  it  to  see  if  in  apparently  good  shape.  If  injured 
in  transit  memorandum  should  be  made  on  freight  bill  and  claim  filed  with  trans- 
portation company.  If  there  is  any  complaint  as  to  shortage,  grade  or  quality 
of  goods  it  must  be  made  within  ten  days  after  goods  arrive.  Otherwise  it  will 
be  assumed  that  shipment  is  accepted  as  satisfactory.  Any  goods  not  up  to 
representation  may  be  returned  at  once,  provided  we  are  first  notified  so  we  may 
give  instructions  as  to  shipment.
